CHAMBER 
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Local companies working together

I N THE midst of a national media frenzy of doom 
and gloom, businesses in the Crewkerne area are 
standing proud and moving forward and want local 
people to take heart and be more positive about the fu¬ 
ture. They say it is not all about the high street and 
many major investors in business have set up in the 
area and continue to thrive. 

Peter Hardwill, managing director of local steel con¬ 
struction company PH Hardwill Ltd, has just signed 
off two major projects and said he is tired of hearing 
nothing but negativity from the national press about 
the state of the economy. 

He commented: “How are people supposed to have 
faith in companies and place the orders that keep things 
moving, when all they hear is doom and gloom? We 
have just signed off two major projects in Crewkerne, 
one with Bradfords which is phase one of their big 
Crewkerne branch redevelopment and the other with 
Wydale Plastics, who have expanded and taken on new 
employees. 

“We have built their new warehouses but also con¬ 
creted the yards and at Wydale we put in a new road 
as well. That’s the difference with us, we don’t contract 
out, it’s all done by our lads and we employ 30-40 peo¬ 
ple. 

“I’m very grateful to both these companies for going 
ahead and having the confidence in us to carry on de¬ 
spite planning delays and I wish more people would 
stop putting projects on hold and keep it positive.” 

George Holland, site foreman for PH Hardwill at the 
Bradfords project, said the build, which started in 
April, had gone well and they had been lucky with the 
weather, especially with the lack of frost whilst con¬ 
creting the massive 100m x 40m yard. He added that 
the hardest part had been the logistics of keeping ac¬ 
cess for the customers to Bradfords Building Supplies 
Ltd during the work. 

The new 45m x 12m warehouse is big enough for 
transit sized vans to back into for dry loading and the 
ample yard means there will be room for customers to 
manoeuvre freely even when large delivery lorries are 
working. 

Mr Hardwill handed over the project to Bradfords’ 
site supervisor Simon Vallard together with architect 
and project coordinator Peter Smith on Lriday, Decem¬ 
ber 16th. 

Bradfords’ operations and sales director, Andy Gam¬ 
ble, commented: “We are delighted at the outcome of 
the phase I refurbishment and thank Peter and his team. 
The quality of the finished product from PH Hardwill 
is to be commended. The refurbishment of this busy 
branch has been a very long time in reaching fruition. 
Despite the current economic conditions within the 
construction sector being challenging at present, we 
had no hesitation in continuing with our plans to invest 
in this branch and bring standards and working envi¬ 
ronment up to date for both our staff and customers 
alike. 

“Phase II of this refurbishment will commence in 
January 2012 and incorporate the refurbishment and 
extension of the self-selection and offices. When com¬ 
plete, the branch will have been virtually rebuilt and 
allow us to extent product ranges and services to our 
customers; both trade and retail.” 

On the same day, Mr Hardwill signed off the site at 


Wydale Plastics off Cathole Lane where directors 
Robin and Heather Wyatt said they were trying to get 
a major order off to Ireland before Christmas. 

The company mould their own range of agricultural 
feeders from medium density polyethylene but also 
contract out to other suppliers and have everything 
from buoy holders which will go to Sidmouth, boiler 
housings and belisha beacons. Where possible they use 
recycled plastics. 

Mrs Wyatt said they had 24 employees currently, all 
local with the furthest coming in from Somerton and 
it was important to them that they all got family time. 


They work four days of ten hour shifts, giving the 
workers a proper weekend, and time off to go to then- 
children’s nativity plays. 

Mr Hardwill said he hoped the changes in the plan¬ 
ning laws would improve things for businesses trying 
to develop. The Wyatts agreed and said that delays in 
their application had nearly caused them to give upon 
their expansion plans. 

Mr Hardwill said it was important for local compa¬ 
nies like theirs to support each other and thanked the 
Wyatts for their patience. He said he was very pleased 
with both projects and looked forward to working with 
more local companies in Somerset and across the bor¬ 
ders.

350g high quality mincemeat, preferably homemade 
200g plain flour, sifted • 40g golden caster sugar 
75g ground almonds • 125g unsalted butter, diced 
1 large free-range egg, beaten • milk, to glaze 

Preparation method 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the mincemeat into a bowl and 
stir so that the liquid is evenly distributed. 

2. Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food processor and process 
briefly until resembling breadcrumbs, then slowly add the egg through the 
feeder tube. 

3. Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in clingfilm and chill for 
an hour or so. Thinly roll out the pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles 
with a fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the prepared tin. 
Press gently into each hole, then fill with the mincemeat.

gratin with bacon, 
cream and almonds 

preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Serve 8 

Ingredients 

900g Brussels sprouts, trimmed 
20g butter 
4 tsp sunflower oil 

150g bacon lardons (or rindless back bacon, cut into short fat strips) 

20g flaked almonds 

400ml double cream 

272 tsp lemon juice 

5V2 tbsp fresh white breadcrumbs 

4 tbsp freshly grated parmesan cheese 

salt and freshly ground black pepper 

Preparation Period 

1. Preheat the oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6. 

2. Place the sprouts into a saucepan of simmering salted water and cook for 4-5 
minutes, until almost, but not quite, cooked. Drain thoroughly, allow to cool 
slightly, then cut in half. 

3. Place the butter and oil into a wide frying pan over a medium heat. Add the 
bacon lardons and almonds and saute for 3-4 minutes, until lightly browned. 

4. Add the sprouts and saute for a further 2-3 minutes, stirring constantly. 

5. Add the cream and bring the mixture to the boil. Boil for 2-4 minutes, until 
the cream has reduced to a rich sauce. Season to taste with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper. 

6. Remove from the heat, add the lemon juice and spoon into an ovenproof 
gratin dish. 

Mix the breadcrumbs and parmesan cheese together in a bowl, then sprinkle 
evenly over the top of the sprout mixture.
